> # gooking ® of recent Russian Budgets, and 
the Russian habit of maintaining eredit by 
making new creditors satisfy ald ones, with- 
out elaborating. those points. In that 
amusing stage trifle “ Charley's Aunt,” 
some readers will doubtless remember how 
the tout was tipped by the undergraduate, 
His patron, * AY borrowed alfa crown from 
“B! «B? obliged him, by borrowing it 
from “C,” who in turn had bad to gratify 

_ Bis” request by borrowing the coin from 
the tout. “A” gravely tipped the man 
. with his own half-crowa. Bussia’s solvency 
seems to be on a par with that of the three 
college young men, and the enormous gold 
regerva. of one hundred“ and seventy six 
million roubles alleged to exist three months 
ago is a fleabite to the mass'of “kites” she 
is flying. The “material, financial, - aud 
commercial improvement” of which Russia 
boasts, “in spite of a, sequence of bad 
harvests and in spite ofa period of economic. 
depression,” is akin to the physical improve- 
ment that some of Saxpow's pupils exhibit, 
who show enhanced: biceps and conceal a 
damage aorta, This ruinous war may 
prick the bubblo of Russian credit, expose 
her interna! bankruptcy, and ‘lead ,to @ 
repudiation of debts that will give a painful 

. shock to hor dear ally: among others. A 
Russian financier is reported ta bave eaid 
to a German journalist recently: “ We 
still maintain ourselves upright by stimu- 
lants, by loans, which, like all stimulants, 


athousand million roubles, which we shall 
surely need in this war. Let us say only 
‘three per caut., officially. That means thirty 
millions.” Assuming the Inrge cash reserve to 
‘exist, it should mot be Tong in disappearing at 


the present rate of waroxpenditure. The new 


loan seems to denote an expectation that the 


struggle‘may ‘continne for another year or 
more, and each month of it is supposed to 
be costing Euasin a hundred million roubles,
